HE tezt of President 
Hoover’s address to the Sen- 
ate today follows: 


An emergency has developed 
in the last few days which it is 
my duty to lay before the Sen- 
ate. 

The continued down move- 
ment in the economic life of the 
country has been particularly 
accelerated during the past few 
days and it relates in part defi- © 
nitely to the financial program 
of the Government. 


There can be no doubt that, 
superimposed upon other causes 
the long continued delays in the 
passage of lezislation providing 
for such reduction in expenses 
and such addition to revenues 
as would balance the budget, 
together with proposals of proj- 
ects which would greatly in- 
crease governmental] expendi- 
tures, have given rise to doubt 
and anxiety as to the ability of 
our Government -to meets its 
responsibilities. 

These fears and doubts have 
been foolishly exaggerated in 
foreign countries. They know 
from bitter experience that the 
course of unbalanced budgets is 
the road of ruin. They do not 
realize that siow as our proc- 
esses may be we are deter- 
mined and have the resources to 
place the finances of the Unit- 
ed States on an unassailable 
basis. 


Run on the American Dollar. 

The immediate result has 
been to create an entirely unjus- 
tified run upon the American 
dollar from foreign countries 
within the past few days, de- 
spite our national wealth and 
resources and our unparalleled 
gold reserves, our dollar stands 
at a serious’ discount in the 
markets of the “world for the 
first time in half a century. 
This can be and and must be 


and will still further retard re- 
covery. 

Nor is the confusion in public 
mind and the.rising feeling of 
doubt and fear confined to for- 
eign countries. It reflects itself 
directly in diminished economic 
activity and increased unem- 
ployment within our own bor- 
ders and among our own citi- 
zens. There is thus further 
stress upon already diminished 
ang strained, economic life of 
the country. 

No one has a more sympa- 
thetic realization than I of the 
difficulties and complexities of 
the problem with which the 
Congress is confronted. The 
decrease in revenues due to the 
depression by upwards of $1,- 
700,000,000 and the conse- 
quent necessity to reduce Gov- 
ernment expenditures, the sac- 
rifice such reduction calls for 
from many groups and sections, 
the further sacrifice called for 
in the distribution of the re- 
maining burden by the imposi- 
tion of new taxes all constitute 
a problem which naturally 
arouses wide divergence of sec- 
tional interest and individual 
views. 

Yet if we are to secure a just 
distribution of these sacrifices 
in such fashion as to establish 


tion, directed at one sole pur- 
pose, that is to unfetter the re- 
habilitation of industry, agri- 
culture and unemployment. 
The time has come when we 
must al] make sacrifice of some 
parts of our particular views 
and bring these dangers and de- 
generations to halt by expedi- 
tious action. 

In the stress of this emer- 
gency I have conferred with 
members of both parties of the 
Senate as to methods by which 
the strains and stresses could be 
overcome and the gigantic re- 
sources and energies of our peo- 
ple released from the fetters in 
which they are held. 

I have felt in the stress of 
this emergency a grave respon- 
sibility rests upon me not only 
to present the situation to the |

hope will lead to early action. 
And 1 am addressing myself to

This is 
an entirely different tax from a 
so-called sales tax and cannot 
be pyramided. Even this gen- 
eral manufacturers’ excise tax 
has not been proposed by the 
Treasury, although at the time 
such a tax was unanimously 
recommended by the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House, 
representing both political par- 
ties and their leaders in the 
House of Representatives, the 
Secretary of the Treasury ac- 
cepted it in the hope that imme- 
diate passage of the bill would 
result. 

“In order, however, to solve 
our problem and give assurance 
to the country and the world 
of the impregnability of the 
American dollar and that we 
are ready to meet our emer- 
gencies at any sacrifice I 
have now come to favor an 
extension for a limited period 
of the many special ~-xcise 
taxes to a more general mafnu- 
facturers’ excise tax and will 
support the Congress if it 
should be adopted.

An. earnest nonpartisan ef- 
fort was made to secure these 
purposes in a national economy 
bill in the House but it largely 
failed. The subject is under 
review by the bi-partisan com- 
mittee appointed from the 
members of the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee and I am 
informed it has tentatively 
agreed upon a recommendation 
which would aggregate savings 
of $250,.000,000 together with a 
number of undetermined fur- 
ther possibilities. 

1 am not informed as to de- 
tails of these recommendations, 
although I learn that my own 
suggestions in many instances 
have not been accepted. 

Effort Toward Economy. 

But I do know thatthe com- 
mittee has made honest and 
earnest effort to reach a just 
reduction in expenditures and I 
trust therefore that despite any 
of our individual views o the. 
sacrifice of any group, that we 
can unite in support and ex- 
peditious adoption of the com- 
mittee’s conclusicns. 

In addition to the economies 
which may be breuget about 


$400,000,000, not including cer- 
tain postponements to later de- 
ficiency bills. 

As this sum forms the’ basis 
of caiculations as to increased 
taxes necessary, it is essential 
that no matter what the details 
may be, that amount of reduc- 
tion must be obtained or taxes 
must pe increased to compen- 
sate. 

If this minimum of $400,000,- 
000 is attained by congressional 
action, together with the $369,- 
000,000 effeated through execu- 
tive budget, except for amounts 
already budgeted for public 
works in aid to unemployment 
and increased costs of veterans, 
we will have reduced expendi- 
tures of this Government to the 
lowest point since 1916. 

In the matter of tax legisia- 
tion, we must face the plain and 
unpalatable fact that due to the 
degeneration in the economic 
situation during the past month 
the estimates of fertility of 
taxes which have been made 
from time to time based upon 
the then current prospects of 
business must be readjusted to 
take account of the decreasing 
business activity and shrinking | 
values, 

Additional Taxes Necessary. ~ 

The Finance Committee has 
been advised that the setbacks 
of the past month now make it 
evident that if we are to have 
absolute assurance of the need- 
ed income with breadth of base 
which would make a certainty 
of the collections, we must face 
additional taxes to those now 
proposed by the Senate Finance 
Committee. 

I recognize the complaint that 
estimates of the taxes required 
and reductions of expenses 
needed have been repeatedly in- 
creased, but, on the other hand, 
it should be borne in mind that 
if tax and economy legislation 
recommended from time to time 
since last December had been 
promptly enacted, there would 
have been less degeneration and 
stagnation in the country. But 
it is unprofitable to argue any 
such questions. We must face 
the situation as it exists today. 

In the course of the _§ six 
months during which the reve- 
nue bill has been considered in 
the House and Senate practic- 
ally every form of tax has been 
suggested at one time or an- 
other, many have found their 
way into the bill, later to be 
rejected. 

Amount Whittled Down. 

The total amount Congress 
originally set out to obtain has 
been gradually whittled down 
either by actual reductions or 
degeneration of the _ situation 
while needs have increased. 

If we examine the major 
sources of posible increases in 
taxes now proposed and the na- 
ture of taxes already voted, it 
may well be that the income 
taxes have already been raised 
to the point of diminishing re- 
turns through avoidance which 
will ensue by the use of tax-ex- 
empt securities and are already 
so high as to approach the dan- 
ger point in retardation of en- 
terprise. 

It is advisable that more re- 
lief should be given to earned 
incomes. Nor will further in- 
creases in income tax, even in- 
cluding the proposals of Sena- 
tor Connally cover the gap in 
our revenues or provide against 
any failure to reduce expenses 
to the full amount I have stat- 
ed.

The Senate stood as the Presi- 
dent, in formal morning dress, en- 
tered the chamber and walked to 
the rostrum. He plunged into his 
reading without preface. His voice 
was so low that it was impossible 
in the galleries to get more than 
the drift of his remarks. es 

Speech Heard in Silence s 
Senators and galleries heard the 
speech in silence and rose as the 
President concluded and left the 
chamber. There was general 
handclapping on the Republican 
side and bits of it here and there 
among the Democrats. 
The speech lasted 1° minutes, 
after which the Senate resumed its 
consideration of the tax bill. 
A few minutes later the Finance 
Committee gave its answer to the 
President's speech by voting down 
the manufacturers’ tax, 12 to §&8. 
Previously, as already related, 656 
Senators had signed a round robin 
against the sales tax. 
Though the President did not 
name it in his speech, it was clear- 
ly the Walsh amendment, or some- 
thing: closely akin to it, that he 
had in mind. 
After observing that the Senate 
had passed “a multitude of specific 
manufacturers’ excise taxes,” the 
President in his message said: 
“IT have not and do not favor a 
general sales tax; it has not been 
proposed by the Treasury. This is 
not, however, to be confused with 
an extension ofthe special manufac- 
turers’ excise taxes to general man- 
ufacturers’ excise tax with exemp- 
tions of food ahd clothing.

electricity, Howell (Rep.) of Ne- 
braska pressed for action on his 
amendment to put a 3 per cent, 
tax on the gross receipts of private- 
ly owned electric power companies, 
with the proviso that no tax need 
be paid by companies with no net 
income. 

Howell said that the commit- 
tee’s proposal to tax domestic gas 
and electricity bills was a pure 
sales tax, a direct levy on the small 
home owner, whereas his proposal 
would affect directly the large 
power companies, He was sup- 
perted by Senators Norris, Walsh 
of Montana, Borah and Couzens. 

Walsh said that tlhe committee’s 
proposal was utterly indefensible 
and cited utility statistics to show 
that more than 70 per cent of 
American homes are wired for 
electricity. 

“This proposal is so outrageous,” 
he said, “that it seems to me that 
the Finance Committee sponsored 
it only because there was not 
enough time to consider other prop- 
ositions.”” 

Norris voiceda similar view. “I 
can’t escape the conviction,” said 
the Nebraskan, “that the propo- 
nents of this scheme are going on 
the theory that in our attempt to 
pass the bill today, we'll aswollow 
anything.” 

Norris said it was highly doubt- 
ful whether the state public utility 
commissions wolud permit the pow- 
er companies to pass the proposed 
tax on to the consumers. Senator 
Robinson, lod-guard Republican 
from Indiana, observed that the 
utility companies had not yet 
given the consumers the benefit of 
lower labor and material charges. 
He felt that the companies would 
not attempt to pass the levy to the 
consumers. 

Senator Couzens said it seemed 
strange to him that the Finance 
Committee should have stated spe- 
cifically to the power companies 
that they must pass on the tax to 
the consumers. “This is the only 
item of necessity,” said Couzens, 
“on which the committee said a 
tax should be imposed directly on 
the consumer. The committee took 
the trouble to tell the power com- 
panies that they should collect the 
tax from consumers. 

‘We did not tell the automobile, 
radio, cosmetic or candy manufac- 
turers that t hey must pass on their 
excise taxes.”’ 

Reed Offers a Substitute. 

Senator Reed offered a substi- 
tue for the Howell amendment. 
Reed, with the assistance of Smoot. 
proposed to levy a 4 per cent con- 
sumers’ tax on commercial and do- 
mistic users of electricity. The 
only differences between the Reed 
substitute and the defeated com- 
mittee amendment was the lower- 
ing of the percentage rate and the 
addition of commercial electricity 
users. He said the Treasury De- 
partment estimated that his sub- 
stitute would bring in $77,000.000. 

Senators Howell, Walsh, Couzens 
and Robinson made the same ob- 
jections to the Reed substitute as 
they had made to the committee 
amendment. (The Reed subsittute 
was defeated 47 to 35. Hawes and 
Patterson voted no). 

Walsh of Montana expressed im- 
patience with the argument that 
the tax under the Howell amend- 
ment would be passed on to the 
consumer. 

“I have often wondered,” said 
the caustic Walsh, “why, if all 
taxes are passed on, wealth sholud 
oppose the income tax. Writers on 
taxation agree that there are many 
taxes that are not passed on. It 
would be interesting to know how 
the farmer today is managing to 
pass on his taxes to the consumer.” 
Income Tax Action and Mills Hear- 

ing at Morning Session. 

The Senate, by a vote of 83 to 38, 
adopted the Connally (Dem., Texas) 
amendment providing for the re- 
instatement of the 1922 income tax 
rates. ; 

These are 4 per cent on the first 
$4000 of income and 8 per cent on 
the remainder, with a surtax cul- 
minating in 55 per cent on income 
over $1,000,000. 

The Connally income rates take 
the place of the previously ap- 
proved 3, 6 and 9 per cent norma! 
rates and surtaxes running to 45 
per cent. 

Prior to the vote, which was 
taken under a unanimous consent 
agreement soon after the Senate 
met at 10 o'clock, Senator Connally 
placed in the record a set of fig- 
ures which he said completely re- 
futed the assertion that adoption of 
his amendment would cause a large 
flow of wealth into tax-exempt se- 
curities. 

The only Senators voting against 
the Connally amendment, which at 
one stage of the tax fight had been 
rejected, 46 to 31, were Hatfield 
(Rep.), West Virginia: Howell 
(Rep.), Nebraska, and Bailey 
(Dem.), North Carolina. 

Hawes and Patterson of Missouri 
reversed their previous votes 
against the amendment. 

While the Senate was voting on 
the amendment, Secretary of the

reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion to loan up to $300,000,000 
to state Governments where 
they are unable to finance 
thmeselves in provision of relief 
to distress. 

Such loans should be made 
by purchase of State bonds by

Plans for the R. F. C. 

Under the methods proposed 
the corporation is to be (A) au- 
thorized to buy bonds from po- 
litical subdivisions or public 
bodies to aid in construction of 
income-producing or self-liqui- 
dating projects: (B) to make 
loans to established enterprise 
upon adequate security, for ad- 
vancement of sound projects 
that will increase employment 
but safeguarded by requirement 
that some portion of outside 
capital is also provided; (C) to 
divert a portion of the unex- 
pended authorizations of agri- 
cultural loans through the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture to the fi- 
nance exports of agricultural 
products; (D) to make loans to 
institutions upon security of 
agricultural commodities to as- 
sure the carrying of normal) 
stocks of these commodities and 
thus by stabilizing their loan 
value to steady their price lev- 
els; (E) to make loans to the 
Federal Farm Board to enable 
extension of finance of farm co- 
operatives. 

I have not been able to favor 
the expansion of public works 
beyond the program already 
proposed in the budget. I have 


for many years advocated 
speeding up of public works as 
relief for unemployment in 


times of depression. 

Since the beginning of this 
depression, in consonance with 
this view, the Federal Govern- 
ment will have expended in ex- 
cess of $1,500,000,000 in con- 
struction and maintenance of 
one kind or another as against 
a normal program of perhaps

$650,000,000 for a similar pe- 


The budget for next year calls 

for over $550,000,000, or double 
our usual outlay. 

If we shall now increase these 
programs we shall need instant- 
ly to increase taxes still further. 

We have already forced every 
project for which we have justi- 
rication with any regard to tne 
taxpayer and the avoidance of 
sheer waste. 

It is not my desire on this 
occasion to argue the compara- 
tive merits of extending such a 
program and that of financing 
an even larger program of em- 
ployment on productive works 
through the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation. 

We are indeed all desirous of 
serving our fellow citizens who 
are in difficulty and we must 
serve them in such a fashion 
thut we do not increase the 
ranks of unemployed. 

I may emphasize that this al- 
ternative program avoids drain 
upon the taxpayer and above all 
if we are to balance otr budget 
and ba'cnce it in such fashion 
that our people and the world 
may know it is balanced, we} 
cannot make further appropri- 
ations in any direction beyond 
the amounts now before the 
Congress. 

I am confident that if the 
Congress could find in these 
suggestions which come from 
members of both parties a 
ground for adjustment of legis- 
lation on those dominant par- 
ticulars and could bring it into 
immediate action, it would yield 
not only relief to the country, 
but would re-establish that con- 
fidence which we s0 sorely 
need. 

The natural wealth of this 
country is unimpaired and the 
inherent abilities of our people 
to meet their problems are be- 
ing restrained by failure of the 
Government to act.

As an alternative to what he said 
was the ‘“‘wise course,” Mills sug- 
gested a three-point program, 
namely: (1) the Connally amend- 
ment; (2) a gasoline tax of 1 cent 
to yield $150,000,000 and (3) re- 
duction of the exemption on admis- 
sions to 10 cents, which he said 
would yield $55,000,000 more than 
is now provided for. The three 
items together, he estimated, would 
yield $275,000,000. 

Of the three Senators who op- 
posed the Connally amendment, 
Howell of Nebraska did so because 
of his objection to the 4 per cent 
rate on small incomes. He tried to 
get in an amendment’‘to lower this 
rate, but the vote had already be- 
gun and he was ruled out of order. 
He protested bitterly. 

Reed of Pennsylvania said Secre- 
tary Mills had urged the sales tax 
“as a symbol to the rest of the 
world that the Government was 
putting its taxation on a broad basis 
and removing any doubt that the 
budget would be balanced.” 

Norris (Progressive Republican), 
Nebraska, in a c rejoinder,

“On Those Least Able to Pay.” . 

“They were for eutting the high- 
er brackets, they were for repeal- 
ing the excess profits tax, they were 
for everything which took the bur- 
den of the load from those most 
able to pay and tended to place it 
upon those least able to pay. 

“They have finally reached the 
culmination of their doctrine. They 
have finally reached the sales tax, 
which would be laid in violation of 
the most fundamental! principles of 
taxation, that is, according to the 
ability to pay.

$200,000 RELIEF 
FUND APPROVED BY 
ESTIMATE BOARD 


Action Completes City’s 
Pledge of $600,000— 
Special Tax Legislation 
Up to Aldermen. 


A bill appropriating $200,000 to 
the Citizens’ Committee on Relief 
and Employment was approved to- 
day by the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment. It will be sent to 
the Board of Aldermen for passage 
Friday, and when that is done the 
city will have completed payment 
of the $600,000 it pledged in the 
crisis campaign. 

The Board of Estimate, in a 
statement today, expressed confi- 
dence that the Aldermen will pass 
special tax legislation which will 
bring $200,000 additional into the 
city treasury. The increase in the 
gasoline tax, estimated to yield 
$400,000 annually, is the only 
measure now in effect through 
whith the cit expects to raise the 
money appropriated for relief, 

The Estimate Board’s statement 
declares that the city cannot ap- 
propriate any more funds for re- 
lief during the current fiscal year 
and recommends that plans be 
made immediately fora combined 
campaign of the various relief 
agencies early in October. 

Non-Relief Groups Excluded. 

Such a campaign, the board rec- 
ommends, should include the Citi- 
zens’ Committee, the relief agencies 
of the Community Fund, the St. 
Vinucent de Paul Society and the 
Jewish family relief agency. Com- 
munity Fund agencies not engaged 
in relief work, the board suggests, 
should not be included. As exam- 
ples of the sort to be excluded the 
board names the Boy and Girl 
Scouts, the Y. M. C. A. and the Y¥. 
Ww. Cc. a 

The assertion by the Board of 
Estimate that the city cannot ap- 
propriate any more funds for re- 
lief this year follows the declara- 
tion by Tom K. Smith, chairman of 
Citizens’ Committee on Relief and 
Employment, that the committee 
would ask the city to add $900,000 
to its Crisis Campaign pledge and 
would seek $400,000 more from 
private sources to maintain its 
work through the fiscal year which 
ends next April. 

In suggesting that the Citizens’ 
Committee look to private sources 
for any additional funds needed 
the Board of Estimate points to 
the success of the Crisis Campaign 
which sought to raise $600,000 by 
private contributions and obtained 
pledges of $1,100,000. That effort 
demonstrated, the board said, “that 
when relief and employment are 
the issues St. Louis will come to 
the front.” 

The appropriation of the final 
$200,000 at this time, the board’s 
statement said, should “stop the 
cancellation of pledges by private 
concerns and individuals and de- 
stroy completely the rumor that 
the city will fall down on its 
pledge.” 

The statement is signed by the 
three members of the board, Mayor 
Miller, Nolte and President Neun 
of the Board of Aldermen.

ated in foreign countries,’ which 
knew that an unbalanced budget 
was “the road to ruin.” 

As a result the President went 
on, there had been a foreign run 
on the American dollar and the 
dollar today stood at a discount in 
world markets. This situation must 
be corrected lest great losses be 
suffered by the American people 
and economic recovery be further 
retarded. 

This “rising feeling of doubt and 
fear,’’ the President said, was not 
confined to foreign countries, but 
was reflected at home in dimin- 
ished economic activity and in- 
creased unemployment. The time 
had come, he said, when compro- 
mises of confli ting views must be 
made in order that “these dangers 
and degenerations” might be 
halted. 3 

He named three major legislative 
duties: ‘Drastic cuts in expenses, 
passage of an adequate revenue bill 
and passage of adequate relief leg- 
islation’’ to assure the country 
againgt distress and to aid in em- 
ployment pending the next session 
of Congress. 

He had been informed, he said, 
that the special Bipartisan Econ- 
omy Committee of the Senate had 
made an honest and earnest effort 
to cut expenses, and le trusted that 
all would unite behind that com- 
mittee’s program, 

It was essential, the President 
said, that the economies should to- 
tal $400,000,000 as this had been 
taken as the basis in calculating 
the amount that would have to be 
raised by taxation.

Mrs. Curtis before her first mar- 
riage was Kate Standwood Cutter, 
and was born in Bangor, Me., 
where she lived until her marriage 
to Mr. Pillsbury. 

Since her marriage to Mr. Cur- 
tis, she has lived at Lyndon, the 
Curtis estate at Wyncote, near 
Philadelphia. For many years Mr 
and Mrs. Curtis have spent the 
winters on their yacht Lyndonia, 
cruising in southern waters.

“In case Frank don’t die with 
me, I want Charles Gundlach to 
see he gets enough to live on off 
the property until everything is 
tangled out—about $25 a month. 
If something be left of the proper- 
ty, it shall be given to him if 
he lives this long. We are penni- 
less and homeless. Use everything 
to the best advantage. The prop- 
erty should provide for a plain 
burial in Friedens Cemetery. 

“The lease put in our 
papers and the signatures, it should 
not be recognized. We have no 
money in the bank, $500 could be 
realized from the insurance—Main- 
tenance of Way Employes. We 
want nobody and no flowers to our 
last resting place.” 

The note was signed by “Frank 
C. and Marie Resatko,”. and bore 
the postscript: “Our naturalization 
papers are with the other papers 
at the attorney’s office.’’ 

Resatko was clad only in his 
underwear, but Mrs. Resatko was 
fully dressed when they were 
found. Shades and shutters in the 
room had been closed and the 
doors and windows stuffed with 
blankets. The pair were discov- 
ered by another roomer, who 
smelled gas after 8 a. m., and who 
recalled they were last seen at 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. 

Another letter directed the Re- 
satkos’ lawyer, Arthur Kreisman, 
who has offices in the Paul Brown 
building, to turn over their proper- 
ty to Gundlach, a real estate dealer 
at 3601 North Broadway. Still an- 
other letter directed Gundlach to 


‘sell the property and use the money 


t. pay the Resatkos’ bills. 

Resatko, 54 years old, is a Bo- 
hemian, and Mrs. Resatko was a 
Swiss, 63 years old. They had been 
married four years and had been 
at the Bremen avenue rooming 
house only two days. 

Kreisman could not be reached. 
His law partner, K. Martin Kirsch- 
ner, said he was unable to under- 
stand the reason for the apparent 
suicide agreement. The Resatkos, 
he said, operated a workingman’s 
hotel in Granite City recently and 
Resatko, who rarely drank intoxi- 
cants, was given a quantity of whis- 
ky which he consumed, becoming 
violent. Resatko was placed in the 
Alton State Hospital for observa- 
tion and was released from there 
last Saturday, Kirschner said.

Isidor J. Kresel Reports He 
Ordered J. J. Cohen Off 
Place When Latter Asked 
for Money. 


By. the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 31.—A mis- 
trial seemed in prospect today in 
the trial of Isidor J. Kresel, former 
counsel of the closed Bank of Unit- 
ed State, when it was learned that 
a@ member of the jury, Joseph J. 
Cohen, had been placed in custody 
by the District Attorney’s office. 


This action was taken as result} 


of a visit the juror paid Sunday to 


the defendant at the latter’s home 
in Scarsdale, N. Y. 

Counsel for Kresel, including 
John W Davis, agreed with Assist- 
ant District Attorney James  G. 
Wallace to have a mistrial called, 
but Supreme Court Justice Samuel 
J. Harris ordered a recess until this 
afternoon before giving his de- 
cision. 

Kresel was indicted with seven 
others on Féb. 10, 1931, under a 
section of the penal law covering 
mismanagement and misappropria- 
tion of a bank’s funds. 

He obtained a severance due to 
illness and on June 25, 1931, was 
indicted for perjury in connection 
with testimony he gave in the trial 
of four of the bank’s officers for 
misappropriation. His trial for 
perjury began May 23. 

In a statement today after court 
had recessed Kresel said Cohen 
had come to him with a story of 
being in dire financial straits and 
asked for financial assistance. 

Kresel said he rebuked Cohen, 
Ordered him off the grounds and 
immediately communicated with 
his attorneys who in turn notified 
the Judge. 

Cohen, after being taken into 
custody, acknowledged calling on 
Kresel and telling him of his finan- 
cial troubles, but asserted this had 
no connection with the present 
case. He said he merely wanted to 
look over the estate, which he had 
heard was “a nice place.” 

Wallace said he would have 
Cohen cited immediately for con- 
tempt of court and would then de- 
termine whether he could obtain 
an indictment under a section of 
the penal law relating to jurors 
and their conduct.

Finds Revolver Under Mat- 
tress of Bed and Snaps It 
Several Times at Family 
Gathering. 

Hubert Shroat Jr., 3-year-old son 
of an East St. Louis packing-plant 
laborer, shot and kil:ed his aunt, 
Mrs. Christine Shroat, 22, in a fam- 
ily gathering last night. No one in 
the group had known that the re- 
volver contained a single cartridge. 

Hubert found the weapon, of .32 
caliber, under a mattress in a bed- 
room of the Shroat home at 802 
Exchange avenve, 15 minutes be- 
fore midnight, long after his elder 
brother and sister had gone to bed. 

Carrying it into the room where 
the family was gathered, he 
snapped it several times at mem- 
bers of the group, which included 
his mother and father, his Aunt 
Christine: her husband, Guy Shroat, 
and another aunt, Miss Elizabeth 
Shroat. 

Mrs. Christine Shroat, who lived 
at 751 North Seventh street, East 
St. Louis, was looking at some fam- 
ily photographs when Hubert 
walked up to within two feet of 
her. He lifted the revolver in both 
hands: 

There was a loud explosion. The 
concussion blew out the kerosene’ 
lamp used to light the room. Mrs.: 
Shroat cried out, “I’m shot.” When. 
the lamp was lighted again, she 
was found on the floor, shot in the 
back below the right shoulder 
blade. She died within a few min- 
utes. 

Hubert’s father told policemen 
the revolver presumably empty, 
had been hidden under the mat- 
tress for a long ‘time. Hubert was 
sent to bed after the accident, ob- 
livious of the tragedy he had ¢re- 
ated. 

Today his only reference to the 
accident was his first remark when 
he awoke: “Gee, that gun shoots 
hard.” 

After he had been dressed he 
played with a harmonica while his 
mother and father and other mem- 
bers of the family made prepara- 
tions for his aunt’s funeral.

(Dem.), Georgia; the rivers and 
harbors improvement section had 
been sponsored by Senator Ship- 
stead (Farmer-Labor), Minnesota. 
and Chairman Mansfield of the 
House Rivers and Harbors Com- 
mittee; the Flood Control Com- 
mittee had unanimously reported 
the project for the improvement 
of the Mississippi River and that 
“the entire House, through the 
Roads Committee” had sponsored 
the provisions calling for the im- 
provement of highways. 

Garner described as “effrontery” 
criticisms of his relief bill, under 
which he said the huge public 
building program he suggests could 
be put under way within 90 days. 

In 1928, he testified, President 
Hoover “after the election author- 
ized a statement to the effect that 
he believed jit good public policy 
and good statesmenship for the 
Government to arrange a $3,000,- 
000,000 building program and keep 
it in reserve for times of stress.” 


Asks for Acceleration. 


Then Garner asked: “If that 
was the belief of the Chief Execu- 
tive in 1928 when he was Presi- 
dent-elect I want to know how you 
or any others could have the ef- 
frontery to question patriotism and 
charge pork barrel tactics when 
people advocate the same thing in 
1932?” 

Garner said he dees not “want 
to appropriate or authorize a sin- 
gle dollar that isn’t based on good 
common sense.” 

“TJ don’t want to waste a sin- 
gle red penay,” he added. “I just 
ask that if you find items in this 
bill worthy of construction some- 
time in the future you accelerate 
that work to help unemployment 
now.” 

The major provisions of the bill 
are: Increase in capital of recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, 
from two to three billions, $1,000,- 
000,000; public building and water- 
way improvement, $1,209,084,337; 
fund for direct relief to distressed, 
$100,000,000. 


Praises Reconstruction Board. 


Discussing the provision that 
would broaden the lending powers 
of the Reconstruction Corporation, 
Garner said that organization has 
“rendered a wonderful service to 
the country.” 

“Its existence at the present 
time is keeping many banks open,” 
he added. “It had been hoped, 
however, that it would bring addi- 
tional employment for labor, but 
an analysis of its loans the last 
four months is disappointing in 
that respect. It has not brought 
additional labor. 

“Some have said the power this 
bill would give the Reconstruction 
Board is a dangerous power. My 
reply to that is that if you can trust 
them to loan as much as $100,000,- 
000 to any of those enumerated in 
the present act you can trust them 
to loan to others. 

‘I say let’s close up this gap be- 
tween the tenant farmer to whom 
you would lend money and the 
large corporations.” 


“Not a Smell of Pork.” 

Declaring that he did not want 
a “ham, a slice or a smell” of 
“pork” in hig relief bill, the Texan 
said: 

“The time has come in this coun- 
try when Congress must do two 
things. | 

“It must provide a reservoir of 
mercy money somewhere to take 
care of those in distress. 

“It must set an example to the 
entire country in giving employ- 
ment.” 


pets Cockrell’s Testimony. 

Judge Cockrell, who. has an- 
nounced his candidacy for a Dem- 
cratic nomination t»o Congress from 
Missouri, told the committee that 
$1,000,000,000 invested in public 
-works would produce, through re- 
spending, about $2,250,000,000 ad- 
ditional income. Cockrell said that 
he was not favoring or opposing 
any particular relief bill, but was 
appearing before the committee to 
state some economic facts that had 
not been reported to Congress by 
the President or any department.

“If the public works program,” 
said Cockrell, “is big enough and 
widely ‘scattered enough so that 
the whole people gain general in- 
creased income of several times its 
cost, as is possiLle, then the peo- 
ple can, through additional taxes, 
pay for all such works out of a 
part of theig increased income and 
have the benefits of the works to 
boot.

house Convocation of Canterbury.

Dealing with birth control, the 
report expresses regret that the 
majority of Bishops at the Lam- 
beth conference stated that “other 
methods than abstinence may be 
used in some circumstances.” 

While agreeing that the Bishops 
were careful to reaffirm the princi- 
ple of the indissolubility of mar- 
riage, the report expresses’ the

The monument to be unveiled 
here depicts her on horseback flee- 
ing from the enemy. 

A pilgrimage of hundreds of 
war veterans and Government and 
diplomatic officials will be made 
to witness the burial and partici- 
pate in memorial services for the 


The body will leave Genoa 
aboard a special funeral train es- 
corted by veterans of Garibaldi’s 
legions and of the World War. Gen. 
Ezio Garibaldi, grandson of Anita, 
and his American wife, the former 
Hope McMichael of Philadelphia, 
also will accompany it. 

It will arrive in Rome Thursday 
and lie in state in the royal salon 
of the Central Railroad Station, 
with an honor guard of troops and 
veterans, until the next day, when 
it will be taken to Janiculum Hill 
so that the statue can be unveiled 
in its presence. A funeral pro- 
cession will escort it to the top of 
the hill. 

The monument, a mgssive stone 
match that of 
Gen. Garibaldi, which also stands 
atop the hill, will be unveiled Sat- 
urday under the sponsorship ot 
Queen Elena. Premier Mussolini 
and other high Government offi- 
cials are expected to be present. 

Anita Garibaldi, although a for- 
eigner by birth, is held in perhap» 
greater esteem than any other 
woman in Italian history. She 
was noted for her tender qualities 
as a wife and mother as well as 
for her fearlessness under fire. 

She is said to have followed her 
husband often into the thick of 
the fray and she died in a peasant’s 
hut while the enemy was pressing 
hard on the heels of Garibaldi’s 
army, retreating from Rome. Gari- 
baldi buried the body at Nice and 
a few months ago it was trans- 
ferred to Genoa.

Atlantic or/Pacific arrived yesterday 
in the city of “the forefather of 
modern aviation’—Leonardo da 
Vinci. The flyers came from Na- 
ples after attending the first annual 
congress of transoceanic aviators at 
Rome. Some of them who knew 
only that the name da Vinci 
meant a great'sculptor and painter. 
were informed by city officials it 
was in this city that Leonardo 
made those studies by which he 
laid down the principles of avia- 
tion that enable today’s visitors to 
fly the Atlantic or the Pacific. 

It was here that the sixteenth 
century genius’ sketched and 
planned the balloon, the parachute 
and the modern heavier-than-air 
machine. The city fathers pointed 
out the hill overlooking Florence 
where Leonardo stood month after 
month and watched so attentively 
the flight of birds. 

The Fascist Prefect and the 
Mayor of Florence told the visitors 
how Leonardo wrote down and 
sketched the conclusions he drew 
from his observations. Then they 
took the flyers to the Palazzo Vec- 
chio, or City Hall, and the world- 
famous galleries, Uffizi and Pitti, 
where are some of da Vinci's 
Sketches and plans. The officials 
related to the visitors how Leonardo 
distinguished between the soaring 
flight and that produced by suc- 
cessive flappings of wings. For 
each type he defined the action of 
the air and the part it played, 
showing how the bird rises ob- 
liquely in an aerial inclined plane.

NEW YORK, May 31.—J. Allan 
smith, New York representative of 
the Equitable Coach Co. when the 
company was trying to get a city- 
wide bus franchise, testified before 
the Hofstadter Legislative Commit- 
tee today that the company hired 
Senator John A. Hastings, friend 
of Mayor Walker, ata salary of be- 
tween $10,000 and $12,000 a year to 
solicit for the favor of the franchise 


at the City Hall. 

Smith testified that Hastings was 
hired because of his political 
friendships, but not because he 
might have any influence with the 
Mayor. : 

While he thought there was a4 
close friendship between Mayor 
Walker and Senator Hastings, 
Smith said, he did not think Has- 
tings had any influence with the 
Mayor. 

“Duty to Solicit Favors.” 

“Wasn't it his duty to solicit for 
the favor of the franchise at the- 
City Hall, as your employe?” asked 
Samuel Seabury, counsel for the 
committee. ‘“‘He wasn’t earning his 
money if he didn’t do that,’ Smith 
replied. 

Smith said he assumed from the 
fact that Senator Hastings was a 
legislator that he had _ political 
friends. He thought, he said, that 
former Mayor Hylan was among 
Senator Hastings’ friends. 

He said that, in addition to get- 
ting favor for the franchise at the 
City Hall, it was part of Hastings’ 
duties to “help put our story be- 
fore the public through the news- 
papers.”’ 

Smith would not agree, however, 
with Seabury’s characterization of 
Senator Hastings as “political con- 
tact man” for the Equitable group. 
He said he considered 
salary “a very low figure.” 

Was to Get Some Stock. 

Smith said there was an agree- 
ment between Hastings and the 
Equitable backers whereby Hast- 
ings was to get some stock, but 
that, in the long run, the backers 
would have had nothing to do with 
it, and that the financiers would 
determine what was to become of 
the stock. 

“Hastings probably would have 
got something out of it,” Smith 
said. “J hoped so.”

Smith said he assumed from the 
fact that Senator Hastings was a 
legislator that he had  0»political 
friends.

Conservative Centrist, Who Became Ob- 
jectionable to U.S. Before Entry in War, 
to Make “National Concentration.”

von Hindenburg tonight asked

Dr. Ludwig Kaas, 
the Centrists, told the President 
that in view of the dismissal of 
Chancellor Bruening his party was 
not interested in the formation of 
the Cabinet. Bruening is a Centrist. 
I. Alfred Hugenberg, leader of 
the Nationalist party, said the atti- 
tude of his followers would be de- 
termined by the personality of the 
man summoned to form the new 
Ministry. 

Hitler, whose views run close to 
those of Hugenberg, already had 
seen the President. Their inter- 
view took place yesterday. 

Joseph Goebbels, Herr Hitler’s 
mouthpiece, openly voiced the Hit- 
lerite demand for dissolution of the 
Reichstag and new elections. 

While Von Hindeubnrg continued 
his conferences with party leaders 
in an attempt to select a man to or- 
ganize a new Cabinet, it seemed 
likely that there would be a tempo- 
rary national Cabinet. The new 
government probably will have to 
steer Germany's policies through 
the critical Lausanne Conference 
on war debts and reparations next 
month.

Payments Included Stocks. 

Ellis testified that the $75,000 
payments from Sherwood’s  ac- 
counts to the unnamed person in- 
cluded $41,668.93 in stocks, and a 
$10,000 letter of credit purchased 
April 30, 1931. 

The letter of credit, Ellis testi- 
field, was increased three times— 
on July 10, 1931, by $2000; on July 
29 by $2500, and on Aug. 5 by 


$2000, making the total $16,500, 


all of which, he said, was paid by 
Sherwood in casn. 

Ellis testified that a record of 
Sherwood’s brokerage account with 
Bayliss & Co. showed Sherwood 
delivered to the unnamed person 
300 shares of B. M. T. stock which 
had been purchased for $17,- 
152.50 in cash. - The record also 
showed, he said, that this stock 
was later returned to the Sherwood 
account. 


Remarks by Seabury. 

“That is what he said,” Seabury 
replied. “Now [I am putting this 
before you so you can see that 
these securities were delivered 
from the Sherwood account to the 
Same person to whom he author- 
ized payment of $7500, and I leave 
it for you to say, on inspection of 
these records, whether there was 
any reason at all why Russell T. 
Sherwood should have made, on his 
own account, that expenditure. 

“If you determine that you know 
of no such reason, then there is 
fair basis for a conclusion that 
those securities were paid out for 
and on behalf of the Mayor of the 
city, no matter what he may say 
by way of denial.” 

Assemblyman Irwin Steingut of 
the Democratic minority pointed 
out that Mayor Walker had said 
he knew nothing about any such 
transaction. 

As he took the stand, Smith 
was asked first if he knew what 
had become of the records of a 
fund put up by backers of the 
Equitable company in obtaining a 
city-wide bus franchise. He said 
he did not know. 

Smith, a dignified, soft spoken 
man in a brown suit, testified he 
was a trustee of the fund put up 
by the Equitable franchise backers.

SOIENTIST FLIES 


AROUND INSIDE 
VOLCANO GRATER 


Plane Lands on Floor of 
Alaskan Vent, Then 
Takes Off and Zigzags 
Between Steep Walls. 


By the Associated Press. 
KANAKANAK, Alaska, May 31. 
—The Rev. Bernard R. Hubbard 
said today hot currents from the 
erupting vents in the Aniakchak 
volcano crater literally lifted Pilot 
Prank Dorbandt’s plane out of the 
depths of the crater four days ago. 
With Herb Larison, a mechanic, 
as the other occupant of the plane, 
the Santa Clara (Cal.) University 
priest-professor said a landing was 
made inside the volcano on a small 
lake and the party spent five hours 
on the crater’s floor. No plane ever 
had been known to land inside an 
active volcano before. 

After exploring amid the steam 
jets and erupting vents, the problem 
arose of getting into the air again 
and climbing above the crater walis, 
“Taking off gracefully from the 
lake,” Father Hubbard said, “‘Dor- 
brandt piloted the plane close to 
the volcano’s 2000-foot wall, where 
the hot currents made a strong uPp- 
ward draft. 

“He then zigzagged close to the 
precipitious cliff. On each turn, the 
current pushed the plane upwards, 
and finally the last thrust shot our 
craft over the rim.” 

The landing on the Jake was 
made after 50 minutes of flying 
inside the crater’s walls, Father 
Hubbard said. 3 

A three-mile area blown out of 
the crater a year ago was still 
erupting, he declared, and a fresh ' 
eruption about a mile in area was 
going off. 

The viocano crater, the largest in 
the world, has been studied for 
three years by Father Hubbard.

Byways as Well as Highways.

N the process of modernizing St. Louis 

County’s roads there is an inevitable 
sacrifice of the picturesque to the utili- 
tarian. Many highways are being paved 
with concrete or bituminous material, 
and proper construction calls for broad 
ditches and shoulders, long curves and 
slicing away of hilltops. 

But there are minor roads needing im- 
provement which should not be de- 
spoiled of their rural flavor. They can, 
be given smooth surfaces without creat- 
ing great scars on either side of the 
wheel lanes. Let grass continue to grow 
up to the very edge of the roadways. Let 
the curves be as short as consistent with 
safety and the grades be steep in places.

In some 
instances the county has retained the 
bucolic character of lanes after improve- 
ment. Henceforth this should be done 
wy design, not chance. We need high- 
ways for heavy traffic and byways for 
leisurely driving.

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HOW TO SAVE $150,000 ANNUALLY. 

At a time when the city finds itself unable to bal- 
ance its budget, it becomes pertinent to go beyond 
superficial economies, many of which are ‘definitely 
harmful, and to examine the fundamental political 
structure of the city for possible improvements. The 
city’s registration system, for example, is exceedingly 
wasteful and antiquated, and should be replaced by 
a permanent registration system. According to a 
report prepared by Dr. Joseph P. Harris for the 
National Municipal League, annual registration costs 
in St. Louis average 55.6 cents per voter. In Mil- 
waukee, which has permanent registration, the cost 
is 12.5 cents per voter. If we had the Milwaukee 
system, we would save, on the basis of the 362,008 
yoters registered in St. Louis in 1928, more than 
$150,000 annually. : 

For nearly 10 years there has been an active organ- 
ized movement in support of a bill for permanent 
registration for Kansas City. It is sponsored by the 
Civic Research Institute, Chamber of Commerce, the 
Bar Association and both political parties. In his 
inaugural address, Gov. Caulfield urged such a meas- 
ure for all communities where registration is re- 
quired. Bills in the 1927, 1929 and 1931 legislatures 
for permanent registration applied to Kansas City 
alone, because of St. Louis’ apathy toward the ques- 
tion. : 

Altogether 27 states, in whole or in part, have 
adopted some form of permanent registration, so the 
adoption of it in Missouri would be in no sense ex- 
perimental. We would be at liberty to pick and 
choose the best features of the various systems, and 
enact a model law. Such a law, infact, has been 
drawn by Dr. Harris. It providas for statewide regis- 
tration at central offices. Voters may register at 
any time during the year and, once on the books, re. 
main there for life, notations for change of residence, 
of course, being duly made. Records are to be kept 
by modern methods, with an individual card for each 
voter, who is required to sign, thus giving election 
officials a specimen of handwriting for use in case of 
attempted frauds. Provision is duly made to purge 
the records of voters who die, by receiving official 
death reports from the officer ‘n charge of vital sta- 
tistics. Voters who fail to vote during the year must 
apply for reinstatement on the registration records, 
thus suffering a mild penalty for their negligence. 
There are, of course, many other details which it is 
unnecessary to go into. 

It is urged on behalf of permanent registration 
that “it affords the voter a minimum of trouble in 
connection with registration; it greatly reduces the 
cost; and in practical operation it has been found 
that permanent registration can be made as effective 
in preventing voting frauds as any other type, even 
in such large cities as Boston, Milwaukee, Minneapo. 
lis and St. Paul.” For St. Louis, the most compelling) 
argument, aside from the other virtues of the system, 
is economic. Anything that can save more than $150,- 
000 a year for the city is worthy of serious considera- 
tion. 

The next Legislature meets next January. We urge 
Mayor Miller, Comptroller Nolte and President Neun 
to confer With Kansas City officials and arrange for 
the drafting of a bill to provide permanent registra- 
tion for St. Louis and Kansas City, if not for the 
whole State. 
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GOV. CAULFIELD AND THE POLICE BOARD. 
There may be two opinions as to the merits of the 
controversy which has resulted in the resignations of 
former Mayor Frederick H. Kreismann and Com- 
missioner Daniel Bartlett from the Board of Police 


Both were opposed to a cut in police salaries, and 

we think they were right. The police are exposed to 
too many temptations under the circumstances not to 
be well paid. Excellent as the police of St. Louis 
are in many respects, it must be recalled that their 
function is to protect a society which says that the 
people cannot do this and do that when law has no 
right so to order their lives. 
Perhaps the difficulty can still be worked out by 
giving the patrolmen, who have no vacations, a rea- 
sonable time off without pay. This would be in much 
better spirit than the proposed reduction in pay with 
no more time off than they have now, that is, one 
or two so-called recreation days a month. 

Former Mayor Kiel has also resigned from the 
chairmanship of the board. He is to make the race 
in the Republican primaries for United States Sen- 
ator. Meanwhile, there is but one commissioner left, 
and Gov. Caulfield has three vacancies to fill. 

If this great responsibility rested in lesser hands 
than those of one so capable and high-minded as Gov. 
Caulfield is, we would be worried about it. 
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ELECTRIC RATES IN ST. CHARLES. 

Facing a movement for a municipal electric utility 
at St. Charles, the Union Electric Light & Power Co. 
offers a reduction in rates for a 20-year extension of 
its franchise. The company estimates that the re- 
duction would save consumers some $12,000 a year. 

The people of St. Charles should be advised that 
no such contract would be binding upon the company. 
Once the franchise is extended, the matter of rates 
lies in a domain in which all such contracts are 
valueless. Under the law of the land, the company is 
entitled to a fair earning upon its valuation. The 
experience of every community that has tested the 
truth of this statement has been educational. 

Kansas City was one of the latest of these. She 
made a contract with one of Jake Newman’s street 
railway companies for a specified fare. When the com- 
pany resorted to valuation decisions of the United 
States Supreme Court and demanded its due under 
those decisions, the people of Kansas City found that 
the contract for which they had exchanged a fran- 
chise amounted to nothing. 

These instances are numerous. If St. Charles ex- 
tends the electric franchise in the belief that a con-' 
tract for lower rates is binding upon the company, or 
that the company can be compelled by law to live up 
to it, she can only wid one more to the growing num- 
ber of towns and cities which have pulled the cork 
under in this troubled pool.

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AN ATTACK ON LIBERTY OF CONSCIENCE. 

The citizenship case of the Rev. Gunnar B. Bruvold, 
a Methodist pastor born in Norway, is in many re- 
spects similar to those of Mme. Rosika Schwimmer, 
Marie Averill Bland, former war nurse, and Prof. 
Douglas C. Macintosh, Yale theologian and former 
army chaplain. In all these cases, unwillingness to 
bear arms in defense of the country in time of war 
was the main point of attack. Mr. Bruvold’s case 
differs in that’ he was actually granted citizenship, 
though he gave due notice of his conscientious scru- 
ples, and the Government now is seeking to cancel 
his naturalization. 

In March, 1931 (two months before the Supreme 
Court’s decision in the Macintosh-Bland appeal), Mr. 
Bruvold appeared before Federal Judge James A. 
Lowell at Boston. The Judge asked: “In case of 
war between France and the United States, which 
God forbid, would you help France?” “Certainly not,” 
the applicant replied, “but I do not feel that I can 
take human life.” “Neither do I like to take human 
life,” the Judge answered, and granted the petition. 
Despite the applicant’s forthright declaration and the 
Judge’s agreement, the Government now charges that 
fraud and illegality entered into the grant. 

If the Government is able to cancel citizenship in 
this manner, with no charge of felony involved, then 
the door is opened widé to wholesale assaults on the 
rights of naturalized citizens whenever anti-alien hys- 
teria again sweeps the land. ‘No naturalized person 
who feels scruples against taking life in war would 
be safe in his rights, even though willing to serve at 
the front as medical aid or chaplain, or to assifme 
duties behind the lines. The Bruvold case is an even 
more flagrant assault on liberty of conscience and 
freedom of speech than the previous processes. 

Whatever the outcome, this proceeding offers an 
overwhelming reason for prompt passage by Congress 
of the Cutting and Griffin bills. Their intent is ex. 
pressed as follows by the latter bill, now pending in 
the House: “No person mentally, morally and other- 
wise qualified shall be debarred from citizenship by 
reason for his or her religious views or philosophical 
opinions with respect to the lawfulness of war as a 
means of settling international disputes.” For a na- 
tion that has solemnly outlawed war to demand of 
its applicants for citizenship a pledge to use bayonet 
and bullet in war is an irreconcilable contradiction. 
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SLAVERY IN LIBERIA. 

The civilized world was shocked a few years ago 
to learn that human slavery was being carried on in 
Liberia, the Negro republic on the west coast of 
Africa. The news was all the more horrifying be- 
cause Liberia had been founded in 1847 by former 
slaves from America as a haven for their people. 
The country’s name had been chosen as an eternal 
reminder of that ideal. Yet, it was disclosed by a 
League of Nations commission, the aboriginal inhab- 
itants were being enslaved, and were treated with 
great cruelty. As a result of the expose, the Presi- 
dent resigned, Liberia promised to mend her ways 
and a convention was ratified abolishing the practice. 

Now, however, a new report to the League says 

that not only has slavery been revived, but natives 
who testified before the conimission have been sub- 
fected to all manner of atrocities. Secretary Stimson 
has addressed a drastic note to the Liberian Govern- 
ment, and similar notes have been sent by France and 
England. 
Lord Cecil recently told the League that 5,000,000 
human beings, chiefly in tropical regions, live in 
Slavery. The prospect for rooting out this medieva! 
institution is dark indeed if a country founded by 
its former victims now helps perpetuate it, instead of 
leading the fight against it. Liberia has departed 
far from the vision of her founders, or she would 
long since have set her house ‘n order. Perhaps the 
League and this country, Liberia’s virtual guardian, 
can act together in bringing sufficient pressure to 
enable Africa’s only republic to save itself-from this 
shame. ; 
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, IDENTIC REPEAL PLANKS. 
The suggestion has been made that the two major 
parties adopt identic prohibition planks declaring for 
the repeal of the eighteenth amendment. The reaction 
of the politicians is vague, but if the proposition is 
acted upon, an important step will have been taken 
toward the solution of this vexing question. 
One political consequence of such action is obvious. 
With both parties pledged to repeal, prohibitionists 
would no longer be able to live in a political board- 
ing house, selecting here the Democratic hostelry, 
there the Republican inn, as best suited for their pur- 
pose. They would have to construct a political home 
of their own. They would, in a word, have to revive 
the defunct Prohibition party. They would thus be 
honestly identified politically, a desirable condition 
which has not obtained since the Anti-Saloon Leagte, 
under the driving leadership of the late Wayne 
Wheeler, mastered the strategy of using both parties 
to serve its ends. 
Yet an identic repeal plank would not, in our opin- 
ion, adequately meet the requirements. it might, 
under the stress of political exigency, fade out into 
a mere gesture. Something more than a declaration 
of attitude should, it seems to us, be included in the 
platforms. There should be a specific promise. And 
if both parties are sincere in their repeal profession, 
no great difficulty would be experienced in drafting 
an identic promise.

Missouri’s New School Units 


Missouri rural school districts, laid out to fit conditions of 60 years ago, now are inef- 
ficient; if reorganized, as provided in act by last Legislature, inequalities will be 
removed; law provides adequate facilities for each child at reasonable cost, Super- 
intendent says; survey of counties now being made for redistricting boards.

has an area of 50 square miles or more. 
No district is to become operative until the 
qualified voters in each ccmponent part of 
the proposed district decide to make it so. 
When the new district does become opera- 
tive, it will have a sufficient assessed valua- 
tion to provide adequate clementary and 
high school facilities for every child within 
it at a reasonable cost of the taxpayers. 

Also, the law provides for transportation 
of children to central schools, with the 
State paying $3 a month for each child 
transported two miles or more. Under this 
plan, every child in each district will ‘%e 
guaranteed adequate elementary and high 
school facilities. 

The State will assume a much larger 
share of our educational costs than at pres- 
ent, and this increased aid; together with 
money received from the county and local 
revenue, will assure every child in the State 
a good elementary and high school educa- 
tion and eliminate the necessity for stu- 
obtain the most satisfactory results for the dents of high school age to leave home to 
money expended for education, as it is that secure their high school education.

In order that all information about the 
school situation in each county may be 
available to the county redistricting boards, 
; the department is making a comprehensive 
administrative survey of é¢ach county and 
publishing the same in bulletin form, A 
thousand copies of each bulletin will be 
distributed in each county, so that the cit- 
izens and those selected on the redistricting 
boards next fall will have quite adequate in- 
formation concerning the present school 
conditions in their county, together with a 
suggested plan for reorganization of school 
districts which will immensely improve the 
educational’ advantages for all rural chil-

The department will gladly co-operate 
with redistricting boards and citizens of 
each county in effecting such a district re- 
organization as will be infinitely more bene- 
ficial to all the children in each county. 
The time for reorganization of school dis- 
tricts is at hand, and the work of the re- 
districting boards in each county next fall 
is of significant importance. We should 
unite with these boards in their effoits to 
provide for the educational needs of the 
children throughout the State and thus take 
the first step toward making possible a 
State school system whereby every child 
can receive a good elementary and high 
school education. This can be accomplished 
with a greater degree of equality in levies, 
valuation per child and educationa)] costs.

Long ago the commercial interests recog- 
nized that to obtain efficiency and eliminate 
waste, it was necessary to change their or- 
ganization as the times demanded. We are 
familiar with the fact that a vast program 
of consolidation has been carried out in the 
business world. It is just as essential to

the present school organization, consisting 
of so many small rural districts. 

It is imposstble to have even a good coun. 
ty school system under the present method 
of organization. Doubtless everyone will 
agree that every child should receive equal 
educational facilities for equality of effort 
and funds expended. The present organiza- 
tion has vast inequalities in educational fa- 
cilities, valuations, tax levies and education- 
al costs, These inequalities exist not only 
between counties, but between neighboring 
districts within every county. 

There are many cases where one district 
can provide infinitely better school facili- 
ties on a 10-cent levy than can its neighbor 
on a levy five or six times this amount. 
Our sense of fairness forbids that such 
should be the case. If we are to have equal 
educational opportunities for all of our chil. 
dren, highly desirable as this is, we should 
likewise provide for obtaining them with 
approximately equivalent tax levies, costs’ 
and valuations per child.

It is a seriously unfair situation when 
one rural district has but $400 to $600 in 
assessed valuation back of each child while 
its neighbor has $4000 to $6000 in assessed 
valuation per child. Such inequalities are 
not isolated cases, but prevail extensively 
throughout a large part of rural Missouri. 

The new school law, passed by the last 
Legislature, will, if and when adopted by 
the various school districts, largely correct 
the inequalities now existing in the organi- 
zation of rural districts, because it sets up 
an immensely improved reorganization con- 
sisting of enlarged districts, each includ- 
ing sufficient assessed valuation so that a 
reasonable and quite uniform local school 
levy, together with county and State funds, 
will provide a nine-month term for all ele- © 
mentary and high school children in each 
school district in the State.

Depressions of the Past 


Alexander D. Noyes, Financial Editor, in the 
New York Times. 


HE widespread idea that this is an eco- 

nomic reaction wholly without parallel 
in the world's history has undoubtedly op- 
erated to prolong and aggravate it. A very 
close parallel, so far as this country is con- 
cerned, can be found in the actual story of 
the period after 1893. To that analogy it is 
usually objected that Europe was not 4s 
hard hit. as the United States, whereas now 
recovery is blocked by the fact that the 
whole world is in trouble simultaneously. 
A curiously similar condition of things de- 
velopéd in another period of the kind, how- 
ever. 

The following description of what fol- 
lowed the panic of 1873 is condensed, for 
the most part textually, from the descrip- 
tion by an eminent British financial writer 
of the day, Sir Robert Giffen: The begin- 
ning of trouble came with the great Vienna 
panic in May, 1873. Next came another 
great panic in the autumn, this time in the 
United States. The ensuing year was marked 
by serious monetary disturbances in South 
America; also by a heavy. fall of prices in 
England, on the Continent and in the Unit- 
ed States. 

In 1875 came fresh disturbances in South 
America, renewal of agitation in the United 
States and Germany and the commercial. 
crisis of that year in England. This was 10 
turn succeeded ‘by a great collapse in for- 
eign loans, for “the favorite business during 
many years before 1873 had been that of 
foreign investment, and the depression ws 
therefore greatest where there had been the 
greatest expansion.”

The present ‘period’s experience with 
ternational loans was almost exactly anticl- 
pated. As in the present case, the waste of 
war, the strain of a war indemnity, the 4P- 
parent collapse of. buying power through- 
out the world, the collapse of busincss prof 
its, the spread of unemployment and the fu- 
tile efforts of misguided statesmen to tinker 
with the currencies were aggravating !n- 
fluences. . 

Sir Robert wrote in 1877, when the dis- 
tress was at its worst and almost every 
country in the world was confronted with 
seemingly desperate conditions. He co 
cluded his review by observing that every 
great preceding depression had in due 
course been followed by return to a period 
of prosperity greater than had ever pre 
viously been witnessed and that, “according

Under the law a lead on play is

This consideration answers in 
part the question: Is there an ideal 
and | anesthetic? : 

For different conditions, differ- 
ent anesthetics have special virtues 
to recommend them. There is no 
one substance and no one method 
that ig ideal for all. 

Since safety is the primary con- 
sideration, every new anesthetic 
must be studied and used with care 
before it is widely applied. By that 
time it is hardly new.
